I. W. W. LEADERS ACCUSED 
BY FEDERAL ATTORNEY 


Barry Says Explosion Was 
Reprisal for Sentencing of 
I. W. W. Men—Haywood, 
I. W. W. Chief, in Build- 
ing When Bomb Exploded. 


Chicago, September 4.—Four persons 
were killed and more than seventy-five 
others injured by .the explosion of a 
bomb in a crowded entrance to the 
Federal building at 3:10 o’clock this 
afternoon. : 

The explosion, which not only 
wrecked the entrance of the building, 
but shattered every window on the 
first three floors of two buildings 
across the street, was attributed to the 
I. W. W., by Phillip J. Barry, in charge 
of the local offices of the department 
of justice. 

Raids on two headquarters of the I. 
W. W., within fifteen minutes after the 
explosion resulted in the arrest of 
nine men. Several more were taken 
into custody within the Federal build- 
ing and a woman whose name was sup- 
pressed was arrested in a nearby build- 
ing. Tonight more than 1,500 govern- 
ment agents and the entire city police 
force were seeking the perpetrator of 
the outrage. 

He Accuses I. W. W. Leaders. 

“This outrage, in my opinion, was in- 
éevitable as an act of reprisal on the 
part of the I. W. W.,” Mr. Barry de- 
clared after a hurried investigation, 
“following the sentencing of nearly a 
hundred of their members. We are 
certain that the I. W. W. committed 
this deed. I believe that the bomb was 
composed of nitroglycerine. Several 
arrests have-been made and we are 
questioning the prisoners as fast as 
we can.” 

The courtroom of Federal Judge K. 
M. Landis, where ninety-five I. W. W. 
leaders were recently convicted and 
sentenced to prison for obstructing the 
government's war progress, is on the 
gixth floor of the building. William 
D. Haywood, general secretary-treas- 
urer of the I. W. W., and one of those 
sentenced to twenty years in prison 
for his part in the conspiracy, was on 
the eighth floor of the dSuilding with 
his jawyer, who was planning to seek 
a writ of error in his behalf, when the 
explosion occurred. He deplored the 
outrage and, while emphatically deny- 
* ing that any of his men had committed 
fhe act, admitted that he believed the 
I. W. W. would be blamed. 


The so-called “uncrowned king” of 


the L W. W. plainly felt the building 


tremble with the detonation of the 
bomb and heard the glass crash in the 
dome of the structure and the cries 
of the injured. He appeared calm and 
did not leave the depypty marshal’s of- 
fice. 

Unfortunate, Says Haywood. 

“It is unfortunate that the thing 
happened at this time,” he said, feel- 
ingly. “I know that the I. W. W. will 
be blamed, but I am convinced in my 
own heart that no man of my organiza-

In“ Slacker” Drive 
And 50,000 Arrested 


But Only 2,800 Were Found 
to Be Draft Evaders—Few- 
er Arrests Being Made in 
New York. 


New York, September 4.—Approxi- 
mately 2,800 draft evaders have been 
inducted into the army or held for 
punishment by the courts as the re- 
sult of the arrest of more than 50,000 
young men in the first two days of the 
government’s slacker hunt in New York 
and nearby cities, according to an esti- 
mate tonight by Charles F. Dewoody, 
chief local bureau of investigation of 
the department of justice. 

Mr. Dewoody, under whose direction 


the dirve has been conductd, asserted 
that in New Jersey 700 men have been 
turned over to the military authori- 
ties, that in Brooklyn more than 600 
have been found to be delinquents and 
that the total for Manhattan and the 
Bronx will run to about 1,500. 

While fewer arrests were made to- 
day, Mr. Dewoody stated he felt sure 
that at least 1,000 men “under moral 
suasion” had gone to their local boards 
and given themselves up. The decrease 
in the number of arrests was attributed 
to the fact that registrants made sure 
today that they had their cards with 
them. 

Thomas D. McCarthy, United States 
marshal, estimated that 500,000 men had 
been accosted on the streets since the 
He expressed the opin- 
ion that 90 per cent of the actual slack- 
ers caught had come here from other 
parts of the country “to hide from 
their home town draft boards.” 


FINAL INTERMENT 
OF SLAIN SOLDIERS 
IN UNITED STATES 


Washington, September 4.—Ameri- 
cans who lose their lives in the war 
abroad will be buried there only tem- 
porarily. Where indentification is pos- 
sible, the bodies will be placed in 
marked graves, to be taken up when 
the war is over and brought home. 

This plan of the war department was 
disclosed today by the publication of 
articles of agreement between the 
army and navy regarding the trans- 


portation of the sick and wounded from! 


overseas. A section of the agreement 
says: 

“The remains of all officers, enlist- 
ed men and civilian employees who 
have died or will hereafter die in 
France, shall be buried in france until 
the end of the war, when the remains 
shall be brought back, to the United 
States for final interment. 

“Such cemeterial facilities ag the 
army has acquired in France shall be 
available to the navy. 

“The remains of all officers, enlist- 
ed men and civilian employees who 
may die on ships en route to or from 
the United States, shall be embalmed 
and returned to the United States on 
the shi~ on which the death occurred.” 


IF YOU ARE BELOW 46 
YOU MUST REGISTER, 


DECLARES CROWDER | 


Washington, September 4.—To re- 
move any misunderstanding as to who 
will be required to register under the 
new man-power act, Provost Marshal 
General Crowder, in a statement to- 
night, said that all men who have not 
reached their forty-sixth birthday on 
or before registration day, September 
12, will be included within the maxi- 
mum age limit and all who have reach- 
ed their eighteenth birthday on or be- 
fore that date will be included within 
the minimum age limit. All men with- 
in those age limits who have not here4 
tofore registered will be required to 
do so on September 12. 

“The burden is on the man who fails 
to register to show that he does not 
come within the new age limits,” Gen- 
eral Crowder said. 


Seven-Cent Trolley Fares 
Blocked in Montgomery 
By the State Commission 


Montgomery, Ala, September 4.— 
Holding that it had jurisdiction over 
regulating street car fares in all mu- 
nicipalities of Alabama, the state pub- 
lic service commission, in session to- 
day, set aside the 7-cent car fares 
granted the Montgomery Traction com- 
pany yesterday by the city commis- 
sion. The traction company, already 
engaged in. collecting the increased 
fares, when notified that each collec- 
tion constituted an illegal act, speedily 
discontinued the practice. The com- 
pany had appealed to the commission 
for a 10-cent fare on its lines extend- 
ing beyond the corporate limits, which 
will,be considered with the local fares 
Thursday.

Bought With German Gold. 


The ships were in fact bought with

_ for Wagner’s benefit. Wagner, under 
the examination of Mr. Garvan, pro- 
tested the ships were American-owned

‘ed by this government from the time 
that Wagner sought to have his eleven 
ships, then flying neutral flags, trans- 
ferred to American registry.

Supplied German Raiders. 

Wagner‘s ships were reported at va- 
rious times to have been supplying the 
German raiders with provisions and to 
have conveyed German gold from the 
United States for use in South Amer- 
ica, but these charges Wagner indig- 


Americanism. 

In citing these reports Mr. Garvan 
recalled that Wagner had published a 
half-page advertisement to any one 
who could produce evidence that his 
ships had been supplying German raid- 
ers and at another time offered $30,000 
to any one who would prove the 
American trans-Atlantic company was 
German owned. 

Allies Seized Four Ships. 

Three of Wagner’s ships were seized 
by the British and one by the French 
during 1915, and in the prize courts 
testimony indicated German ~‘ backing 
for the American trans-Atlantic com- 
pany aws aired. 

“The seizures,” said Mr. Garvan, 
“were made the basis of a master ef- 
fort of Bernstorff’s propagandists in 
the United States. Resort was had to 
every device to arouse: hatred and ill- 
feeling in this country against Great 
Britain. Under the direction of Von 
Bernstorff the agitation assumed na- 
tion-wide proportions. Wagner per- 
sisted that the ships were purchased 
with American money and claimed 
that the American investors in the 
company were entitled to protection 
and left nothing undone to take ad- 
vantage of this agitation against the 
British.” 

Arranged Scheme in Germany. 

Wagner, coming on from Milwaukee, 
where he was born under the name of 
Wagenknecht, 56 years ago, the son of 
a German father, went to Germany in

After the department’s forecast was 
made public the price of cotton went 
up more than $10 a bale on the princi- 
pal cotton exchanges of the country 
and the advance was largely main- 
tained today. 

Proposals to fix the price of raw cot- 
ton have been advanced from time to 
time since the government understood 
voluntary price fixing with representa- 
tives of various industries, but strong 
opposition has been offered by repre- 
sentatives of cotton growers and mem- 
bers of congress from cotton growing 
tates. 


PLAN TO STABILIZE PRICE 
OF COTTON SEED PRODUCTS. 
Washington, September 4.—The 
recommendation of organized cotton 
seed producers to stabilize the wood 
of their product used largely in the 
manufacture of lard and food oils at 
the average price of last year was 
accepted today by the food administra- 
tion. This plan, as approved by com- 
missioners of agriculture and farm- 
ers’ organization, was presented to 
state food administrators, meeting here 
with Herbert C. Hoover for considera- 
tion of the general food situation. 
The price of seed on the basis 
recommended by the producers will 
vary from $64 to $72, in car load lots, 
depending upon the yield in oil, which 
is not the same in all of the cotton 
states.” Using this basic price the food 
administration has settled with re- 
finers to purchase cotton seed oil at 
17% cents at the mills and the ad- 
ministration announced that it would 
assist refiners in holding this price 
throughout the year. The price of cot! 
ton seed meal will vary from $650 to 
$57, or roughly $3 a ton higher than 


last year. 
The food administration has recom-

Washington, September 4,—Death 
sentences of ten negro soldiers who 
participated in the riot at Houston, 
Texas, August 23, 1917, have been 
commuted to life imprisonment by 
President Wilson. : 

In six other cases the president af- 
firmed the death sentences because 
the condemned men had been found 
guilty of having deliberately and with 
great cruelty murdered civilians. 
‘This action, announced today by the 
war department, concludes the cases 
of twenty-nine negroes given the 
death penalty for their part in the riot. 
Thirteen were executed and the presi- 
dent was called upon to review the 
findings in sixteen cases.

Great Fires Are Blazing 
Back of the German Lines. 
While Debaclé in South 
Seems Complete, in North 
the Germans Face Crisis. 
From Peronne to Ypres

New York, September 4.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The Germans are now giv- 
ing ground over the entire 150-mile 
battle frqnt from Ypres to Rheims. 

Seemingly the question whether the 
Germans will be able to hold even 
relatively their present line from Flan- 
ders to Champagne is being answered. 
And the answer apparently is in the 
negative. 

The strategy of General Foch, which 
imposed upon the Germans the necessi- 
ty of falling back in Flanders, Artois 
and Picardy, now likewise is compell- 
ing the enemy to withdraw from the 
Vesle river between  Soissons and 
'Rheims, northward toward the Aisne in 
order to avert disaster. 


GERMANS RETREAT 
IN RHEIMS SECTOR. 


Outflanked on all defensive works 
along the western part of the battle 
line and in great danger of a turning 
movement eastward from the regions 
of Noyon and Soissons, the German 
high command at last has been forced 
to begin the retrograde movement in 
the Soissons-Rheims sector, which the 
military experts long had predicted 
would be necessitated through the suc- 
cesses of the British, French and Amer- 
ican armies. 

The climax to the German maneuvers 
along the Vesle culminated when the 
French virtually swept away the last

GERMANS RETREAT 
FROM VESLE RIVER; 
U. S. TROOPS PURSUE 


With the American Army on the 
Vesle Front, September 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—A German withdrawal 
from the Vesle has begun. Combat 
patrols of Americans and French are 
close on their heels to the 
Bazooches and eastward to a point be- 
yond Fismes. 

Smart machine gun resistance is be- 
ing encountered. By all indications the 
Germans have withdrawn their main 
bodies to the north, possibly prepara- 
tory to crossing the Aisne, 

Light forces of Americans haye ad- 
vanced their lines some distance north 
of the Vesle. 

It became more apparent today that 
the Germans had given up the strug- 
gle to maintain a foothdéld north of the 
Vesle. American and French artillery 
continued their punishing fire over an 
area extending to the Aisne without 
bringing a reply that could be com- 
pared in intensity. 

The advanced American detachments 
were confronted with the same sort 
of machine gun fire that the Germans 
have used in all other cases recently 
to hold off the opposing forces, while 
making good their retreat. But one 
by one the gun nests were taken by as- 
sault or forced to retire. 

The withdrawal of the Germans is 
regarded as-a direct result of the 
enormous pressure against their line 
extending north of Soissons. It will 
not be a surprise, however, if a sec- 
ondary resistance for another brief in- 
terval will be made where the line runs 
back toward Rheims. 

It is pointed out that the Germans 
cannot afford to hold there long, since 
the same pressure will be exerted, and 
they cannot afford to leave a salient at 
that point. By shortening and straight- 


ening their line, with its base on the 
Chemin des Dames, the Germans will 
be able to release two of the four di- 
visions for much needed support in 
other sectors. . 

The Germans carried out their re- 
treat behind a smoke screen raised on 
the northern edge of the plateau north 
of the Vesle. French and American 
forces went forward quickly, and to- 
night the American patrols are well 
to the north of the river with numer- 
ous towns and villages at their mercy. 


AMERICANS PURSUE, 


PERSHING REPORTS 
Washington, September 4.—American

The size of this American force be- 
comes increasingly important as the 
scope of the British assault at the very 
center of the German line on the 
Douai-Cambrai front becomes appar- 
ent. 

In the opinion of army officials here 
the breakdown of the German defense 
lines on this front may prove the en- 
tering wedge for allied successes of a 
sweeping nature, since the fact that 
General Pershing’s army hase not yet 
been largely employed is proof that 
Marshal Foch has ample reserves with 
which to press his advantage. 

March on Battle Situation. 

In his mid-week conference with 
newspaper , correspondents General 
March reviewed briefly the battle sit- 
uation of the last three or four days, 
noting particularly that the British in 
the most impressive phase of the bat- 
tle, east of Arras, had smashed their 
way across the Hindenburg line on an 
eight-mile front with Cambrai as their 
objective. The major enemy resistance 
along the whole sixty-mile battle front 
from the Scarpe to the Oise, he said, 
had been encountered and overcome by 
the British, and the swift advance of 
the French troops last week, when 
they gained five or six miles on a 25- 
mile front in a single day, was due 
largely to withdrawal forced on the en- 
emy in the north. 

General March pointed out also as 
indicating the rapidity with which the 
battle front is shifting under the steady 
drive of the allied armies, that the Brit- 
ish had pressed ahead 14 miles since 
they launched their attack on August 
21, 

Even as General March.talked, word 
came from the battle front stating that 
the enemy had been hurled still fur- 
ther back along the Douai-Cambrai line 
and indicating the British early today 
stood within five miles. of the Cambrai 
pivot to this German defense position.

In at 
least one town some French inhabi- 
tants, including women, managed to 
hide themselves in the cellars, and after 
enduring several days of shell fire, first 
from the approaching British, 
from the retreating Germans, finally 
were rescued. 

When British patrols approached the 
town of Ecourt St. Quentin three men 
in civilian clothes emerged to meet 
them. On the strength of the story 
| they told the British troops rushed into 


ithe town and there found 46 persons, 
130 of whom were women, hiding in cel- 
lars. They were helped out, and came 
‘back across the battlefield struggling 
‘Over shell craters, and occasionally 
jmenaced by a hail of indirect machine 
gunfire from the Germans. 

It was a strange and pitiful proces- 
, Sion. Both men and women had been 
under the domination of the Germans 
since September, 19%4; they had not 
seen a Single allied soldier since then, 
for this was the first time that the 
ground in the locality of their village 
had been out of the possession of the 
Germans since the beginning of the 
war. 

There were unkempt old Frenchmen 
staring at the bare, shell-shattered 
fields and roads alive with troops, and 
women carrying parcels or limpingly 
pushing perambulators bearing their 
few belongings or children across 
fields where one of the most furious 
battles of the war had been fought. 


Almost Delirious With Joy. 


They were almost delirious with joy 
as they threaded their way to the rear 
between long stretches of guns, am- 
bulances, horses and kahki-clad sol- 
diers. On the road they passed men 
who had been wounded or killed, the 
combination of such sights and their 
grateful emotions at being delivered 
from the Germans. sending. tears 
streaming down their thin cheeks. 
More than one laughed and cried al- 
ternately, as they again trod the free 
soil of France and tried to thank the 
soldiers ‘who had helped. them from 
their bondage. 

The three men who had first come 
out of the town to meet the British, 
returned today, but the rest of the 
party, becoming frightened by the 
‘enemy shellfire, had found shelter in 
the dugouts up at the front. They 
‘were given warm food and advised to 
remain for a while. 

One man told a story of how when 
the town was gassed he had searched 
around until he found a dead German 
and removed the gas mask, taking it 
back to his mother, who was hiding in 
a cellar. On September 1, he declared. 
the entire population was ordered 
evacuated by the Germans. Some de- 
cided that rather than miss. the 
chance of escape; thev would hide ana 
await deliverance. The Germans, anx- 
fous to get away themselves, did not 
take time to search the town thor- 
oughly> 

The refugees said that since 1914 
the food had *speadily become worse, 
until at last it was just enough to keen 
them alive, but it did not give them 
sufficient streneth to work. It wasal- 
most impossible for them to get cloth- 
ing and there was nothing whatever 
they could buy. Thev had not been 
allowed to leave their little town since 
the Germans first swept into it, al- 
most four vears ago. 

Headquarters reports from the 
northern part of the front say that 
further progress has been made at 
several places along the line.

‘Very searching and thorough inves- 
tigations were mad@e into the riot, its 
causes, and the actions of the per- 
sons who participated, with the result 
that three groups , of soldiers were 
tried by court-martial, the cases being 
known, respectively, as the Nesbit, the 
Washington and the Tillman cases. 
The records of these trials have been 
carefully examined by the judge advo- 
cate general and the secretary of war, 
and they disclose that in each instance 
the court was properly constituted, 
was composed of officers of experience 
and sobriety of judgment, and the 
rights of the defendants were sur- 
rounded at every point by those safe- 
guards which an humane administra- 
tion of the law accords to those 
charged with grave offenses. No le- 
gal errors, prejudicing the rights of 
the accused, have been found; indeed, 
the seriousness of the cases appears to 


military authorities from the outset 
and extraordinary precautions were 
taken to insure the fairness of the 
trials. 

The Nesbit case was first tried. It 
resulted in the acquittal of five of the 
defendants and the conviction of the

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N four years of war, many things have hap- 
pened in Great Britain that I am quite sure 
you will be interested in hearing about. 


‘Some wonderful things have happened 
in advertising, through war conditions, and | 
want to touch on some of those things, that 

_ you may be prepared for the conditions that 
will probably arise as the war goes on. In the 
last four years the business men of Great Britain 
have learned more concerning the importance 
of building good-will through advertising than 
they did in forty years preceding the war. 


“In considering business conditions in England you 


MEN IN ENGLAND BETWEEN THE AGES OF 
48 AND 51 ARE IN MILITARY OR NAVAL 
SERVICE. That means ONE-THIRD of our entire 
male population, from the infants in the cradle to the 
extremely old. 


‘You must bear in mind that 5,000,000? British 
women who never worked before have voluntarily gone 
to work to fill the places of men at the front. Hundreds 
of our women are working in factories making TNT— 
a work that ruins the hair and turns the skin yellow— 
thus sacrificing their beauty for the rest of their lives for 
the sake of Britain and freedom. We have only one busi- 
ness in England and that is to win the war. We are all 
concentrated on that one thing, even to the boys and girls. 


‘You would think under such conditions, with as 
many men in active service, in proportion to population, 
as you would haye if you had 18,000,000 men in uniform 
—you would think under such conditions that retail 
business would be bound to be bad. And yet business is 
wonderfully good. You American business men are now 
in much the same position as were the British business- 
men at the end of their first year of war. You are won- 
dering what will be the effect of increasing selective 
service —you are anticipating restrictions on your busi- 
ness—and I want to tell you some of our experiences so 
you can profit by them. 


‘The department stores of any country usually reflect 
the state of trade. The profits of the twelve leading 
London department stores during the period of war 
were as follows: Fiscal year 1914-15, profits $4,950,000; 
1915-16, $4,250,000; 1916-17, $5,575,000. In the Pro- 
vinces the profits of the nine leading stores were: 1914-15, 
$750,000; 1915-16, $945,000; 1916-17, $1,150,000. 


“In the wholesale trade, the seven largest British houses 
increased their profits from $3,429,000 in 1914-15 to 
$5,885,000 in 191617. In the grocery trade, our leading 
chain-store firm made a profit of $2,313,755 in 1916-17 

and increased it to $3,736,000 in 1917-18, the latter figure 
being $1,000, 000 per annum over their average for the 
previous five . Lest you should think this is profit- 
eering, I will tell you that the turn-overs justify such 
profits, and further, the British Government has re- 


must bear in mind that ONE-HALF OF ALL THE . 


cently declared there was no profiteering. Trade is good, 
abnormally good in England, because never before in its 
history have there been so many workers per ‘thousand 
population—never before has the wealth of the country 
been so evenly distributed. 


* “The experience of Britain’s retail stores contains an 


object lesson which should not be lost on the business 
men of America. During the first few months of the 
war, many stores cut down their advertising. But Self- 
ridge did not. He did not skipa single day. He used 
all the space the papers would allow ‘him to use and has 
continued to do so. The result was that Selfridge’s 
profits during the first year of the war were $573,000; 
during the second, $750,000, and during the third year, 
$1,125,000. 


“Another London store, much larger than Selfridge’s 
at the start of the war, decided to cut down its advertis- 
ing, and did so until they saw their mistake, and the re- 
sult is shown in their returns. This store’s profits for the 
first year of the war were $1,546,000; for the second 
year, $1,000,000; and for the third year, $1,175,000. 
From fourth or fifth place among London stores, in 
volume of business and profits, at the start of the war, 
Selfridge has climbed to SECOND place as the result of 
his continuous advertising, and he would be FIRST 
today, had not the war — building additions to 
his store. 


“British manufacturers who have not a dollar's worth 


_ of merchandise to sell, whose entire plants are employed 


on Government work, are keeping their advertising 
continuously before the public, because while they are 
perfectly willing to turn their profits over to the Gov- 
ernment, while they are perfectly willing for the sake 
of winning the war to have their factories comman- 
deered and their normal! business completely stopped, 
yet. they are not willing to sacrifice their good-will; 
they are not willing to have their names or their 
products fargotten. 


“And so they continue their advertising, continue 
building their good-will, so that when the war shall be 


won there will be an immediate demand for the billions - 


of dollars’ worth of merchandise that their greatly en- 
larged factories will then turn out. 


‘This is a time when every manufacturer, every busi- 
ness man, should look far ahead. Good-will cannot be built 
in a day, even by advertising. The war will not last al- 
ways. We have all seen the mistake of being unprepared 
for war; it ig almost as great and serious a mistake to be 
UNPREPARED FOR PEACE. 


‘What are you going.to do with your acres and acres 
of enlarged factory space now employed in the making 
of War Products all over America, if you don’t build good- 
will now for the goods you are going to make when the 
war is won? How are you going to keep the smoke com- 
ing out of your factory chimneys after peace is declared, 
if you don’t keep your name constantly before the public 
now, and build a demand for your peace-time products

British business men have also 
learned that advertising can be used in time of war to stop 
the sale of their goods, and at the same time retain and 
even increase the good-will of the public.

“Moreover, you A@®hericans must not forget your op- 
portunities for foreign trade. Millions of people in 
Great Britain and France and Italy and Central and South 
America will be looking to you for American-made goods 
when the war is over. ‘Those of you who are best pre- 
pared, those of you whose good-will is most nemly es- 
tablished, will reap the greatest benefit. 


“From the outbreak of the war British business 
men clearly recognized their duty to their country 
and its fighting men.

“No nation stands to cies as much commercially from 
the war as does America. In Great Britain the per capita 
income is $236, and the per capita debt $589; in the 
United States your per capita income is $352, and your .

“As you gentlemen know, I hove been interested in 
fostering Anglo-American trade for many years. And I 
want to warn your manufacturing and export houses that 
NOW is the time to prepare for peace. I find a tendency 
here to neglect preparations for export trade until peace 
has been declared.

THE LOAFER A SLACKER. 


In times like the present, when a large 
part of the country’s population is fighting 
and facing death in order to safeguard the 
future welfare of all, it is everybody’s duty

Only a comparative few can serve to the 
best advantage in uniform on the battlefield, 
but all of the rest can and should render 
civilian service that is directed to the same 
general end as that for which the few are 
fighting.

In the whole scheme of things there is 
no place for the sluggard, the idler. 

And, “after all,” as Judge Price Gilbert, 
of the supreme ‘court of Georgia, says in a 
timely communication appearing elsewhere 
upon this page, “loafing is slackering, 
whether for a day or a month.” 

“Idleness,” the correspondent goes on to 
say, and with equal point, “Idleness is close- 
ly related to army desertions. The latter 
generally are induced by physical fear, 
while the former is induced by laziness, 
selfishness, lack of patriotism or general 
worthlessness.”’ 

As Judge Gilbert points out in his com- 
munication, the federal government, in co- 
operation with the various state govern- 


ments through the state councils of national | 


defense, is engaged in furthering a plan 
to organize the negroes of the south and 
to acquaint and inspire them with the full- 
est realization of their duty to their. race 
and to their country in this crisis and in the 
future; and to show them how those who 
are not serving under arms can best serve 
and help to sustain those who are. The 
negro is to be impressed with the fact that 
“his labor in the fields of industry and pro- 
duction is vital to the support of the army 
and navy; that his race is represented in 
the fighting and that it is as much his duty 
to labor as it is the duty of the capitalist 
to furnish money.” 

He is to be impressed with the fact that 
he can not discharge his duty simply by 
providing for his own needs—by working 
at high wages for, say, three days during 
the week and loafing four—that his country 
needs the products of his labor vastly more 
than he needs the money that his labor 
brings to himself. 

Judge Gilbert’s communication was sug- 
gested by our recent editorial reminding the 
negro of the fact that this war, as nothing 
else in the wofld ever did before or ever 
could do, opens to him the door of opportu- 
nity—opportunity to achieve a higher plane 
of existence; to learn how to work and to 
become familiar with the blessings of hon- 
est, remunerative toil; to acquire an appre- 
ciation of the fruits of helpful, constructive 
effort. - 

This the negro can realize by following 
the sound injunctions of his country and of 
his state authorities, and the good advice of 
such men as Judge Gilbert.

Uncle Sam Shows Negro 
How to Serve His Country 
By Efforts as Civilian 


A few days ago Judge Price Gilbert, of 
the supreme court of Georgia, sent a com- 
munication to The Constitution explanatory 
of the effort that is being made by the fed- 
eral government through the various State 
Councils of Defense to bring about the best 
possible ‘‘working spirit” on the part of the 
negro race, and a more effective degree of 
co-operation between that and the white race 
in the performance of the necessary civilian 
labor of the day. 

The communication was inspired by a re- 
cent editorial in this newspaper, on “The 
Negro’s Opportunity,” and the letter of Judge 
Gilbert was written only to commend the 
editorial, and was not intended for publica- 
tion. 

Upon being requested to authorize 
publication, Judge Gilbert consented. 
letter follows:

I have just carefully 
: “The Negro’s Opportu- 
nity.” This editorial is not only timely, but 
is along the right line, and deals with a 
matter of immense importance at the present 
moment. 

For your information, I wish to say that, 
at the direct request, indeed, it might be said 
at the command of the government at Wash- 
ington, the State Council of Defense is now 
undertaking to thoroughly organize the ne- 
groes in Georgia (and the same thing is be- 
ing done in other states) for the purpose of 
bringing about a better understanding and 
mutual co-operation between the _ races, 
thereby inducing greater efficiency on the 
part of the negro. The purpose of the gov- 
ernment is to impress upon the negro that 
his labor in the fields. of industry and pro- 
duction is vital to the support of the army 
and navy; that his race is represented in the 
fighting, and it is as much his duty to labor 
as it is the duty of the capitalist to furnish 
money. In both instances the contribution 
is for protection of self, the women and 
children of all mank®nd and of our govern- 
ment itself. The main and ultimate object 
of the organization is to secure more and a 
better quality of labor. After all, loafing ig 
slackering, whether for a day or a month. 
Idieness is closely related to army desertions. 
The latter generally are induced by physical 
fear, while the former is induced by lazi- 
ness, selfishness, lack of patriotism or gen- 
eral worthlessness. 

We are, bearing specially upon the point 
that the negro must understand that he is 
not simply to labor until he has acquired 
enough money to last him two or three days 
and then knock off until he spends it, but 
that he is to labor six days in the week re- 
gardless of whether he needs the money 
because the government needs his services 
in useful labor. Equally important with this 
is to teach him the value and sanctity of his 
contract which he has made with his em- 
ployer to labor. Heretofore he has not suffi- 
espntiy respected his obligation along that 

ne.

Except the' “Bush Arbor” rally on the 
square bounded by Whitehall, Alabama and 
Pyyor streets and the railroads, in 1868, that 
was the first general assembly of Georgians 
to rejoice over the return of the state to 
native democratic rule. 


Who remembers the first city-wide public 
school procession and rally on the court- 
house square, where the capitol now stands, 
when Professor Bernard Mallon was city 
schools superintendent? It was a great 
demonstration for democracy in education 
and did much to fix the affections of the 
people upon the system. And what a fine, 
lovable, patriotic spirit was “Barney” Mallon,

Judge Lochrane was a plumb double for the 
Admirable Crichton and yet just couldn’t 
help being “one of the boys.” Ask Donnie 
Bain—he knows! 

I heard Judge Lochrane, in Macon during 
the war, sentence a young negro to be 
hanged for rape—the only case of the kind 
that I recall in that era—and then I saw the 
fellow hanged ona gallows behind the old fair 
grounds.

REST FOR THE TUBERCULAR LUNG. 

The most important factor in the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis of any -organ or tissue 
of the body is REST, and the greatest peril 
for the victim of tuberculosis is exercise. 

It is exercise to sit in a chair perfectly 
quiet. It is..exertion to sit up in bed. 

It is REST to lie in bed, especially to 
lie in bed in the open air or on a porch or 
in a tent. or in a room which is ventilated 
through two open windows and which is 
exposed to sunlight. 

A patient at REST naturally breathes 
more slowly and the respiratory excursions 
are more shallow than is the case with the 
same patient sitting up or exerting himself. 

Exercise has nothing to do with resist- 
ance to disease anyway. The muscular 
strength gained through exercise does not 
in the least fortify the individual against in- 
fection of any kind. Athletes are quite as 
susceptible to germ diseases as are the puni- 
est weaklings and the softest sissies. The 
notion that exercise is necessary for the fa- 
vorable progress of a case of tuberculosis 
is all wrong. Exercise may be necessary, 
after arrest of the disease, to train the indi- 
vidual for self-supporting work; but then it 
becomes a question fur very nice judgment > 
on the part of the medical attendant how 
much exercise and how often it is to be 
taken. 

In cases of lung tuberculosis in which 
there is intestinal laxity fasting has proved 
a very helpful remedy. Fasting has also 
done much to restore lost appetite and tv 
overcome a tendency to vomiting certain 
Fasting is REST for the 
digestive system. 

In cases of lung tuberculosis in which the 
disease is practically or entirely limited to 
one lung, especially in cases attended with 
frequent hemorrhage, the injection of nitro- 
gen gas (nitrogen is the inert gas of the 
atmosphere) into the chest cavity, for the 
purpose of collapsing the affected lung and 
thus placing it at complete REST for many 
weeks, has proved a great benefit. Generally 
two-thirds to one pint of nitrogen is injected 
at frequent intervals, the penetfation of the 
needle being made painless by a local anes- 
thetic. More than half the cases so injected 
are arrested. There is a prompt fall of tem- 
perature to normal, cessation of sweating, 
dimfnution of sputum, and a gain in appe- 
tite, weight and general strength. Dr. Alvis 
E. Greer, cf Houston, -has employed this 
treatment in a series of walking cases in 
dispensary practice with very favorable re- 
sults. Thus it is available to‘%any patient 
anywhere, and is worthy of consideration for 
the special cases above described. 

REST is the great desideratum, however: 
it may be obtained. Don’t move or exert 
yourself or take any kind of exercise when 
the temperature is above 99.5 degrees. Lie 
down, and relax completely. This is best 
accomplished by lying flat on the back with 
arms and legs sprawled out atraight and 
turned outward.

I am in the habit of eateng cloves, two 
or three day, as a general antiseptic and 
regulator of the liver. Ig there any harm 
in it?

ANSW ER—Clovea, like other condiments, 
are irritant to the digestive organs ana to 
the urinary tract. It will have no “anti- 
septic” or liver regulating effect. It is not. 
a healthful habit. ; 

Immunity to Poison Ivy. 

Some time I have noticed in your column 
a method of immunizing one against pvison 
ivy. Would you mind repeating the method 
to oblige a group of your readers about to 
go camping? (W. C. H.) 

ANSWEHER—Have a druggist prepare about 
four vunces of tincture of ivy leaves (5 per 
cent strength). Of this, take five drops in a 
wineglassful of water, internally, after each 
meal, and increase the dose a drop a day till 
thirty drops taken three times a day, then 
discontinue.

HOUSE DISOBEYS WILSON 


~ ON WATER POWER BLL 


The President’s Suggestion for 
Change of Recapture Clause 


Is Defeated. 


Washington, September 4.—The house 
today rejected President Wilson’s sug- 
gestion that the recapture clause of 
the administration waterpower bill be 
amended to eliminate the provision for 


paying the net investment in the event 
that power projects are taken under 
federal, state or municipal control at 
the end of the lease periods. The rec- 
ommendation of the waterpower com- 


mittee was retained, the house defeat- 
ing 96 to 71, a proposal by Representa- 
tive Ferris, of Oklahoma, that “fair 
values” be substituted for ‘‘net invest- 
ment” as urged by the president. 
Power Interests Objected., 

Representatives of power interests 
had asked for the retention of the net 
investment provision, contending that 
under the president’s proposal power 
promoters could not obtain capital. 
Immediately after the vote Mr. Fer- 
ris offered a substitute covering vir- 
tually the same ground, but making 
the provision somewhat broader. It 
was rejected. 

Chairman Sims said tonight no at- 
tempt could be made to vote again on 
the amendment in the house, and in- 
dications were that the measure would 
be passed tomorrow with the net in- 
vestment retainéd. It was said, how- 
ever, an attempt would be made to 
reach a compromise in the senate. 

Chairman Sims and Mr. Ferris, in 
urging adoption of the fair valuation 
clause based their argument on the 
ground that the net investment fea- 
ture would make recapture so oner- 
ous that private interests would have 
a@ perpetual franchise. Mr. Ferris said 
the latter plan excluded the right of 
public ownership. 


Wilson Is Criticised. 


In the debate today Representative 
Sinnott, of Oregon, criticized what he 
termed presidenttal interference with 
legislation. 
said, he had supported the president, 
and in other matters had given careful 
and respectful consideration to what- 
ever he had said to the house. 

“When these utterances bear evidence 
of the president’s mature and thoyght- 
ful consideration,” Mr. Sinnott said, 
“they are persuasive and should not be 
disregarded, except for the most conent 
reasons. But when they bear upon their 
face positive evidence that they are 
not the result of mature and deliberate 
consideration they should be disre- 
garded accordingly.” 

In considering the waterpower 
measure, Mr. Sinnott said the president 
“was not in possession of the exact 
facts.” 

“As an illustration of the president’s 
intemperate utterances,” continued Mr. 
Sinnott, ‘“‘we have ‘too proud to fight,’ 
‘peace without victory,’ ‘the republican 
party has not had a new idea in thirty 
vears,’ and that Senator Chamberlain 
was guilty of unjustifiable distortion 
of the truth. These utterances do not 
show the president at his best nor do 
I think these letters sent to Chairman 
Sims on the subject of net investment 
show him at his best.” 

Opposes Federal Ownership, 


Representative McArthur, of Oregon, 
said he would oppose all attempts to 
insert a government ownership clause 
in the bill, declaring there already is 
too much government ownership. 

The house went on record today as 
favoring the fifty-year lease period with 
the government or any municipality 
having the right to take over power 
projects at the expiration of the leas- 
ing period upon payment of the net in- 
vestment. An amendment by Represen- 
tative Doremus, of Michigan, giving the 
government the right to take over the 
projects at any time, was voted down.

The matter of the 
prices to be fixed on the cotton seed 
products had not last night been passed 
upon, but will probably be completed 
today, whereupon an order for this 
state will be wired by Dr. Soult forth- 
with for promulgation. In that connec- 
tion he says the price of linters will be 
increased materially, so as to enable a 
lessening of the price of cotton seed 
meal to the farmer and stockman for 
fertilizing and feed purposes.” These 
items are another matter which com- 
manded the attention and serious de- 
liberation of the producers’ committee 
while in Washington. 

Increased Income to Farmers. 

The result in Georgia of the price 
fixed tonight by Dr. Soule’s order, over 
the price of $60 being paid for seed up 
to this time, means an additional in- 
come to the Georgia farmer of approxi- 
mately $6,400,000, and the one dollar 
added to the price over that asked for 
by the producers in in the neighbor- 
hood of a million dollars above what 
the seed crop would have brought at 
the price recommended and requested 
by the producers’ committee. 

Georgia will produce approximately 
800,000 tons of cotton seed which, under 
Dr. Soule’s order, will sell this year at 
the fixed price all over the state of $71 
per ton instead of around $60.

That “there’s no place like home,” 
especially if,that home is in Georgia, is 
still remembered by a colony of 3878 
negroes, who left the grand old Empire 
State of the South many years ago, 
finally settling in Pasadena, Cal., ac- 
cording to a letter received from them 
recently. 


The letter was written_to Governor 
Dorsey apd the Atle hamber of 
Commerce, stating thatthe Georgia 
negroes in this far-off city had organ- 
ized a Georgia society, a home guard 
and a Red Cross society. It said they 
wanted to do their bit and stand by 
the administration, and would soon 


open a new armory, where they wanted 
displayed on the walls two pennants, 
one of Atlanta, the other of Georgia. 
Both Governor Dorsey and D. C. Law- 
hon, assistant secretary of the chamber 
of commerce, were pleased with the 
idea, and have ordered that the pen- 
nants be made to order, the state fur- 
nishing the Georgia pennant and the 
local chamber the Atlanta pennant. 
Seaborn B. Carr, the spokesman for 
the organizatiqn, styles himself as an 
ex-Georgian, who was born forty-one 


miles from Atlanta In Newton county, 
and after living in Atlanta for fifteen 
years went “west” in 1895. To quote 


his letter in part: 

“We are proud of our former state. 
Many of us remember Colonel W. lL. 
Peel, Henry Durand, Walter Brown, 
Clark Howell, F. E. Biock, John W. 
Grant, Rev. Sam Small and Colonel R. 
J. Lowry, but the greatest of all, Henry

ization for the love of Georgia, and he 
was sure that the commonwealth of 
this state will be gratified to learn ¢hat’ 
their former citizens show s affec- 
tion for their native state. As a token: 
of friendship, the governor declared 
that as a latch-string he would be glad 
to donate a pennant, and stating that 
the splendid opportunities in many lines 
of endeavor still await within Georgia. 

In answer to the letter Mr. Lawhon 
wrote that he was pleased to-learn of 
the worthy persons of colored race that 
Atlanta has produced, and Georgia had 
the kindliest feeling for her sons, both 
white and coloréd, wherever they may 
be. It also stated that it ts always 
regretful to Georgia that our colored 
people should leave us, as the greatest 
opportunities lie within the state’s bor- 
ders, as our factories are busy, our 
farmers prosperous and the advantages 
to the working men are greater than 
ever before.

COTTON (S IMPROVED 
IN SOME LOCALITIES 


National Weather and Crop 
Bulletin Issues Its Week- 


ly Report. 


Washington, September 4—Cotton 
has improved in some localities, says 
the National Weather and Crop Bul- 
letin issued today. Temperatures dur- 
ing the week ending yesterday aver- 
aged slightly above normal in the cen- 
tral and eastern portions of the Delt 
and considerably above normal in the 
western portion, and rains helped cot- 
ton in many localities. 

The bulletin says: 

“The temperature during the week 
averaged slightly above normal in the 
central and eastern portions of the 
cotton belt and considerably above 
normal in the western portion. Rain- 
fall was light in Louisiana, most of 
Texas, portions of Arkansas and in 4 
few localities east of the Mississippi 
river, but elsewhere moderate to fairly 
heavy rains were received. The raing 
caused satisfactory advance in cotton 
during the week in many localities, 

articularly in ‘northern North Caro- 
ina, Tennessee, Oklahoma, Louisiana 
and southern Al but is most 
Other places progress continued un- 
satisfactory. 

“The crop is still mostly deteriorat- 
ing in central and southern North 
Carolina and is fruiting unsatisfac- 
torily in South Carolina on account of 
irregular rainfall; there is, however, 
less shedding reported in intermediate 
and late cotton in South Carolina 

“The outlook continues poor in Geor- 
gia, but some improvement is noted in 
Mississippi, and there is not much 
damage from shedding and rust in the 
latter state. 

“The week was generally favorable 
in Louisiana, but only slight improve- 
ment is noted in Texas, although the 
—~ crop is now promising in a few lo- 
calities in that state. The recent rains 
have improved the outlook in Okla- 
homa, but cotton continues in general- 
ly poor condition in that state on ac- 
count of previous drought.

Government in Market 
For Platinum Jewelry 
Owned by Individuals 


Washingten, September 4.—To get 
enough platinum for war needs, the 
government has decided to go into the 
market to buy jewelry or scraps of the 
percious metal, wherever available, and 


establish a great melting pot to which 
citizens will be asked to contribute as 
a patriotic privilege. Platinum rings, 
lavallieres, chains and other ornaments 
considered non-essential in these days 
of war necessity are sought especially, 
and they will be paid for at the rate of 
$105 an ounce for pure platinum, the 
regular market price. 

Citizens are asked to send their plati- 
num to Raymond T, Baker, director of 
the mint, Washington, who will have 
the article assessed and send a check 
for the value of the metal. Jewels 
sheuld be removed before sending. Mr. 
Baker today set an example by throw- 
ing into the melting pot a big platinum 
ring which he had worn for years. 

National banks may be asked later 
4o assist in the work by acting as 
receiving depots for platinum. The war 
industries board’s platinum section is 
also arranging a systematic method of 
collecting tiny scraps of the metal from 
chemists, electricians, railroads, manu- 
facturers and others, 

Great quantities of the metal are 
needed for munition manufacture, for 
big guns and dozens of other war uses, 
and the world-wide scarcity of platinum 
in view of the war demands have made 
it a subject of one of the greatest eco- 


nomic romances of the times. ‘
